Appropriate  music  played  between  epi- 
sodes added  much  to  the  effectiveness  of 
the  play,  while  the  tableau  of  the  Madonna 
and  the  Christ-child  surrounded  by  the 
Magi  and  the  entire  cast,  proved  chal- 
lenging to  the  appreciative  audiences.

Headed  by  President  Herlihy  of  T.  C 
the  building  committee  of  the  Fitchburg 
Art  Association  will  accept  one  of 
four  architects'  plans  submitted  for  re- 
building the  Art  Center. 

The  building  committee  has  hesitat.d  be- 
tween two  plans.  One  calls  for  a  hip 
roof  of  simple  design.  The  other  provides 
for  a  flat  roof  over  the  larger  part  of  the 
building  with  a  second  flat  roof  over  the 
section  containing  the  one-story  Norcross 
room.  The  advantage  of  the  second  plan 
is  its  provision  for  additional  lighting 
possible  through  the  use  of  skylights.  One 
plan  will  finally  be  chosen  by  the  com- 
mittee. 


Mr.  Harrington  Defines 
Educational  Policies 


College  Poet  Will  Read 
Before  Poetry  Society 

Gertrude  Harty  will  speak  at  a  meeting 
of  the  Catholic  Poetry  Society  of  Boston 
on  Friday,  January  12th.  After  reading 
her  book  of  poems,  "Prelude"  Felix  Do- 
herty,  president  of  the  society,  asked  her 
to  come  to  one  of  the  meetings,  and  give 
a  reading  for  the  members.  Miss  Harty 
has  also  been  asked  to  give  the  circumstan- 
ces under  which   the  poems  were  written. 


Arthur  C.  Harrington,  one  of  four  can- 
didates nominated,  was  elected  to  the  Leo- 
minster School  Committee  on  Dec.  5.  He 
received  the  highest  recorded  number  of 
votes  in  the  election,  a  total  of  4024.  Mr. 
Harrington  was  actively  supported  by  the 
Teachers'  association  and  received  approxi- 
mately two  out  of  every  three  votes  cast. 

Mr.  Harrington  is  a  resident  of  North 
Leominster  and  is  unknown  politically. 
For  the  past  years  he  has  been  Professor 
of  Economics  and  Sociology  at  the  State 
Teachers  College  at  Fitchburg.  The  planks 
of  his  platform  are  the  ssound  policies 
of  the  clear-thinking  parent  and  are  tem- 
pered by  years  of  experience  as  a  school 
man.  He  stands  firmly  for  three  principles. 

1.  The  school  exists  primarily  for  the 
children.  The  education  of  the  boys  and 
girls  of  today,  who  are  to  be  the  citizens 
of  tomorrow,  is  a  matter  of  importance 
that  shouid  be  given  consideration.

No  Longer  Secret  To 
Defeated  Opponents 

Opening  their  season  w.th  a  bang  the 
F.  T.  C.  varsity  basketball  squad  got  off 
to  a  flying  start  Dec.  13  by  swamping 
Nichols  Junior  College.  The  team  whipped 
Worcester  Tech  Dec.  16.  Harvard  J.  V. 
went  down  to  defeat  Dec.  20.  The  squad 
looks  like  one  of  the  best  basketball  teams 
ever  to   represent  this  college. 

The  season  opened  with  Nichols  Junior 
College  meeting  the  Fitchburg  Teachers 
College  in  the  school  gymnasium.  The 
game  was  a  poor  one,  from  the  point  of 
thrills,  being  very  one  sided  with  our 
men   playing   rings   around  the  Nicholites. 

From  the  very  outset. Fitchburg  featured 
a  fast  passing  attack  that  generally  ended  in 
a  scoring  shot  dy  either  Andrews  or  Lah- 
tinen. 

The  defense  work  of  Hagrerty  and  John- 
son was  outstanding.  Practically  all  of 
Nichols  shots  were  ones  with  "Prayers  on 
them."  Nearly  every  Nichols  combination 
that  entered  the  offensive  zone  was  broken 
up  or  forced  into  the  corners  of  the  court. 
Th's  resulted  in  a  weak,  ineffective  shot. 

Fouracres  playing  his  first  game  of  col- 
lege basketball  was  somewhat  bewi'der.d 
at  timess  by  the  style  of  play  which  is  ve  y 
different  from  the  type  used  in  high  school 
games.

Hammond,   Fillback,   and   McDowell  all 
filled    the    positions    of    the    regulars    and 
continued  to  pile  up  the  score.    And  when 
it  was  all  over  Fitchburg  was  on  the  h. 
end  of  a  61   to  19  score. 

The  second  game  was  played  against 
Worcester  Tech  at  Worcester.  Previous  to 
this  year  they  had  been  considered  to  fo  m- 
idable  for  us.

any  player  of  either  team.  Back  and  forth 
up  and  down  the  floor  went  the  ball  with 
Tech  playing  a  five  man  defence  and 
Fitchburg  man-to-man  one.  The  big  floor 
was  a  handicap  to  Fitchburg,  having  prac- 
ticed all  season  on  the  small  school  gym. 
But  they  quickly  acclimated  themselves 
and  gave  Tech  more  basketball  than  they 
could    take. 

For  three  long  quarters  the  game  was 
nip  and  tuck  with  plenty  of  thrills.  At 
the  end  of  the  first  quarter  Fitchburg  led 
7  to  6.  The  half  saw  the  score  tied  at  11 
to  11.  The  third  quarter  showed  Fitchburg 
leading  21  to  16. 

The  fourth  quarter  opened  with  Tech 
getting  three  baskets  and  a  foul  shot  in 
rapid  succession  but  it  proved  to  be  their 
swan  song  for  the  Fitchburg  attack  that 
had  been  ragged  all  eveinng  began  clicking. 
And  how  they  clicked !  The  Tech  players 
looked  as  though  they  were  standing  on 
dimes  as  the  Fitchburg  Teachers  passed, 
dribbled,  and  shot.  In  no  time  at  all  the 
score  was  35  to  23.  The  final  score  being 
35  to  25. 

Emil  Johnson,  defence  man  deluxe,  stood 
head  and  shoulders  above  any  other  player 
on  the  floor.  His  passing,  dribbling,  and 
shooting  was  superb.  And  the  way  he 
broke  up  thoseTech  attack  under  the  Fitch- 
burg basket! 

Haggerty's  outstanding  defence  work 
was  dimmed  by  Johnson's  playing,  but 
that  does  not  make  it  any  less  valuable. 
It  was  these  two  Fitchburg  guards  that  won 
the  game,  not  the  forwards. 

The  forwards,  Andrews  and  Lahtinen, 
had  a  tough  night.  They  tried  hard  but 
things  just  did  not  seem  to  go  right.  The 
big  floor  seem  to  baffle  Fouracres  but  his 
fine  jumping  at  center  helped  a  lot.  Jim 
Hammond  did  a  fine  job  as  utility  guard. 

Last  Wednesday  our  team  jouurneyed 
to  Cambridge  where  they  met  the  Har- 
vard Junior  Varsity.  This  team  consists 
of  players  who  have  not  quite  the  ability 
of  the  first  team  but  they  are,  neverthe- 
less, big  and  well  coached.  Compared  to 
them  the  Fitchburg  players  looked  like 
high  school  boys  especially  during  the  first 
half  when  the  Teachers  missed  shot  after 
shot  or  threw  passes  wild.  This  was 
caused  by  the  very  large  gymnasium  and 
the  fact  that  Fitchburg  had  to  start  the 
game  almost  as  soon  as  they  had  donned 
their  suits.  The  first  half  ended  with  Har- 
vard leading   18  to   13. 

With  opening  of  the  second  half  Fitch- 
burg began  clicking  in  every  department. 
Time  shooting,  dribbling,  and  passing  re- 
sulted in  a  scoring  spurt  that  tied  the  score 
and   then   went  on   to  give  the  green  and 


white  quintet  a  ten  point  lead.  A  closing 
ralley  by  Harvard  cut  this  score  down  and 
gave  the  F.  T.  C.  rooters  a  scare  but  the 
final  whistle  saw  the  score  at  35-31  in 
favor  of  Fitchburg. 

The  Fitchburg  defence  excelled  again 
with  Johnson  and  Haggerty  doing  stellar 
work.  But  the  game  was  won  by  no  one 
or  two  individuals.  It  is  summed  up  in 
the  Harvard  Coach's  words  which  he 
said  after  the  game.  "I  wish  I  could  teach 
my  team  to  fight  the  way  Fitchburg  does."

2.  The  funds  for  education  must  be 
adequate  to  provide  the  high  grade  of 
instruction  that  the  present  social  econo- 
mic conditions  demand.  Strict  economy, 
without  neglecting  any  phase  of  school 
training,  however,  is  a  necessary  policy. 

3.  Teachers'  salaries  should  be  in  pro- 
portion to  experience  and  training,  and 
should  do  justice  to  the  tax-payer.
